fitation, ſhall deliver, or cauſe to be delivered tothe Church- 
Wardens, Qucit-Men, and Sile-Men of every Pariſh, or 
to ſome of them, ſuch Books of Articles, as they or any of 
them fhall require for the Year following, the ſaid Church- 
Wardcns, Quelt-Men, and Side-Men, to ground their Pre- 
ſentments upon, at ſuch times as they are to exhibit them, 
1 which Book ſhall be contained the Form of the Oath, 
which muſt be taken immediately before every ſuch Pre- 
ſentment, to the intent, that having beforehand time ſuftj- 
cient not only to peruſe and confider what their ſaid Oath 
{hall be, but the Articles alſo whereupon they are to ground 
their Preſentments, they may frame them at home borh advil- 
edly and truly, to the Diſcharge of their own Conſcicnces, 
after they are ſworn, as becometh honeſt and godly Men.
